Florida Trains Hit 
Head-On; 125 Injured

Railroad officials said the line

The others 
were given first aid and re­ 
leased. 
Hit On Main Line 
Harold Walters, a fireman on 
the southbound train, said his 
engine was stopped on the main 
line, waiting for the sister train 
to switch to a aiding. 
“We were stopped right where 
we normally meet the north­ 
bound,” said Walters. 
Trooper J. L. Smith of the 
Florida Highway Patrol said he 
heard the crash from four miles 
away. When he arrived he said 
his first thought ‘‘was to try to 
get the injured people out, but 
that was pretty much of a job 
because there were so many 
people in hysterics.” 
“We started laying them up 
along the embankment next to 
the tracks. We put as many into 
each ambulance as we could. 
Some of then rede sitting up 
next to the stretchers,” the 
trooper said. 
Helped To Orange Groves 
Some of the victims were 
helped into the orange groves 
along the track. The leaves 
shaded them from the broiling 
Florida sun—the attraction that 
brought many of the passengers 
to the state for vacations. 
Greasy, blackened debris was 
scattered 
along 
the 
railroad 
right of wd,y, long lengths of 
track were twisted. Fifteen out 
of the combined 36 cars plunged 
off toe tracks, gouging deep fur­ 


rows in the earth. 
Shattered glass, ripped lug­ 
gage, pieces of train seats and 
other debris were scattered. An 
odor of liquor hung in the air 
around 
a 
partially crumpled 
club car. 
Braced For Crash 
Adolph J. Thomas, a waiter in 
the front dining car of the north­ 
bound train and a 30-vear rail­ 
road veteran, was carrying a 
tray of food when he heal’d the 
emergency air brakes hiss. He 
said he knew what was coming. 
“I got back into a corner and 
braced myself with the tray still 
in my hand. After we hit the 
tray was gone,” he said later. 


Judicial—Three new $32,500- 
a-year seats on the state court 
of appeals, second in legal sta­ 
ture only to the Supreme Court, 
drew seven candidates, making 
a primary runoff necessary in 
only one of the three court dis­ 
tricts.

Nigerian Peace 
Talks Start As 
Biafrans Starve 


ADDIS 
ABABA. 
Ethiopia 
• AP) — With thousands of Biaf- 
ran refugees dying of starvation 
daily, 
Nigeria 
and 
Biafra 
opened peace talks in Addis 
Ababa Monday night, but nei­ 
ther side gave any indication of 
compromise. 
Lt. Col. C. Odumegwu Ojuk- 
wu, leader of the Biafran seces­ 
sion 
in 
eastern Nigeria, de­ 
clared in his opening speech 
that “our survival cannot be se­ 
parated from the sovereign in­ 
dependence of our state.” 
Earlier, Chief Anthony Enaho- 
ro. leader of the Nigerian dele­ 
gation, declared there could be 
no end to the year-old civil war 
until Biafra renounces seces­ 
sion. 
Although both delegations ex­ 
pressed optimism about pros- 
jpects for the talks, Enahoro 
said: “This may be our last 
chance to attempt a negotiated 
s e t t l e m e n t.” Unsuccessful 
peace talks were held 
earlier 
this year at Kampala. Uganda, 
and a Biafran military spokes­ 
man charged Monday that the 
Nigenaa government has or­ 


dered its field commanders to 
insure a military victory before 
the talks in Addis Ababa end. 
He said there was heavy fight­ 
ing Sunday on most fronts but 
the Biafran troops held fast. 
Bearded Emperor Haile Se­ 
lassie, the host at the peace 
talks, stirred in his chair as the 
bearded Ojukwu told the open­ 
ing session: 
“There is no precedent for a 
people being victim of such in­ 
justice and being at present 
threatened by abandonment to 
its aggressor. I was defending 
I the cause of all small people 


I who 
are 
t h r e a t e n e d 
by 
aggression. . . It is us today. It 
will be you tomorrow.” 
The words were the emper­ 
or’s. in his speech to the League 
of Nations in 1935 appealing for 
help against the invading Ital­ 
ians.

Air Cavalrymen 


Chase Enemy In 


Swamp Hideout 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. air cav­ 
alrymen combed a Viet Cong 
hideout in mangrove swamps 23 
miles west of Saigon today, 
seeking an enemy force that air 
strikes, artillery and helicopter 
gunships had pounded through 
the night. 
Early reports said the hoops 
of the 1st Air Cavalry Division 
found 12 enemy bodies in a 
grave, but the toll was expected 
to rise as the sweep progressed, 
American officers said. 
Intelligence 
reports 
said 
a 
Viet Cong battalion—perhaps as 
many as 300 men—were in the 
hideout when the helicopters 
landed nearly 1,000 Americans 
late Monday three miles from 
the Oriental River, a key infil­ 
tration corridor from Cambodia. 
Two Yanks Die 
The U.S. Command said the 
air cavalrymen cordoned off the 
area and pushed the enemy 
force toward the river until con­ 
tact was broken about 4 a.m. 
Two Americans were reported 
killed and IO wounded, all in the 
initial assault when helicopters 
landing 
the 
air 
cavalrymen 
came under heavy machinegun 
file. One observation helicopter 
was shot down, but the pilot es­ 
caped. 
The American battle along the 
Oriental River was one of two 
actions reported on the Plain of 
Reeds, a watery stretch fre­ 
quently used by the Viet Cong 
for staging attacks and an area 
in which the enemy controls the 
scattered hamlets. 
South 
Vietnamese 
forces 
fought Monday with other ene­ 
my soldiers in the lower half of 
the plain along the Cambodian 
border 74 miles west of Saigon. 
The government troops reported 
killing 24 Viet Cong and destroy­ 
ing IOO sampans in a series of 
fire fights, while South Viet­ 
namese losses were put at seven 
killed and 16 wounded. 
Shell Near Saigon 
Intelligence officers say that 
any attack on Saigon from the 
Plain of Reeds would have to 
come 
before 
September. 
By 
then monsoon flood waters will 
make the area passable only by 
boat, and the officers say the 
flotilla required to move a large 
force would be spotted easily. 
Meanwhile, Viet Cong gunners 
struck close to the capital dur­ 
ing the night, slamming about 
20 mortar rounds unto a govern­ 
ment district headquarters just 
outside the southern city limits. 
Military spokesmen said two 
trucks were damaged, but no 
casualties were reported. 
Government officials in Sai­ 
gon reported a marked increase 
in South Vietnam’s armed forces 
in the last four months due to 
the general mobilization.

MIAMI BEACH— Michigan 
remained one of the key states 
at 
the 
national 
Republican 
convention 
Tuesday 
in 
hot, 
sticky Miami Beach. 
The 48 Michigan votes are 
still committed by caucus de­ 
cision to Gov. George Romney 
as a favorite son, although a 
few may peal off for Cali­ 
fornia 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
now that he has lost his ama­ 
teur status and is an avowed 
candidate for president. 
But 
the 
delegation 
agreed 
at 
a 
Monday caucus to stick with 
the favorite sen role, at least 
until another caucus late Tues­ 
day and possibly a third pri­ 
vate meeting Wednesday noon 
—just hours before the ballot­ 
ing for president begins. 
The importance of the Mich­ 
igan stance is that Richard 
Nixon, 
the 
way-out-in-front 
man so far, apparently doesn’t 
have quite enough votes to 
swing a first-ballot triumph. 
Favorite Sons Stay 
Romney 
and 
Gov. 
James 
Rhodes of Ohio, with 58 big 
convention 
votes, 
both 
are 
maintaining their favorite son 
roles. 
If, 
somehow, 
these 
votes 
could be turned loose, 
then 
Nixon possibly could go over 
the top early. 
If, 
however, 
they 
remain 
stuck to Romney and Rhodes, 
then attrition is likely to set 
in on Nixon to the benefit of 
either Reagan or New York 
Gov. 
Nelson 
Rockefeller, or 
both. 
That’s the crux of the pres­ 
idential situation here, despite 
the desertion of Maryland Gov. 
Spiro Agnew from the former 
trium virate of big-state fav­ 
orite sons. Agnew is now sup­ 
porting Nixon. 
Lean To Nixon 
Romney 
said he was not 
surprised. He contended that 
the Maryland votes which now 
will go to Nixon always have 
been counted in the Nixon cor­ 
ner anyway, and Agnew’s new 
Nixon stance would have no 
effect on the convention. 
As for Reagan’s announce­ 
ment, Romney had this com­ 
ment:

The

been playing it cool. They are 
led by State Sen.

The Nixon people have not

Eisenhower Has 
Another Attack 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For­ 
mer President Dwight D, Ei­ 
senhower, recuperating from a 
heart attack, suffered renewed 
chest pains early this morning. 
Walter Reed 
Army 
Hospital 
announced. 
The 
hospital 
announcement 
said it appeared to be another 
myocardial infarction, or heart 
attack. 
The announcement at IO a.m. 
EDT said his condition then was 
stable and he was comfortable 
and free of pain. The attack oc­ 
curred at 6:15 a m. 
Only Monday night Eisenhow­ 
er had addressed the Republi-j 
can National Convention by tole- i 
vision, and appeared in good 
health. 
A myocardial infarction is a 
blockage of an artery in the 
heart. 
That was the same kind of I 
heart attack which Eisenhower j 
suffered on June 15. That a t-1 
tack, described as major, oc-1 
curred in Walter Reed Hospital 
to which he had come after suf­ 
fering a milder attack in Cali­ 
fornia. 
At that time he was flown to 
March Air Force Base Hospital 
April 29 from his home at the El 
Dorado Country 
Club nearby. 
He was transferred to Walter 
Reed later. 
The hospital said the newest 
attack came after Eisenhower 
had spent a very restful night. 
The first announcement gave 
no further details, but said fur­ 
ther bulletins will be issued as 
indicated. 
In his 
nationally broadcast 
convention speech. Eisenhower 
urged the Republican Party to 
unite in a Vietnam policy that 
seeks 
a 
peaceful 
settlement 
without an American retreat. 
Among other things, Eisen­ 
hower 
said 
that 
during 
the 
months 
of his 
convalescence 
from his fifth heart attack he 
has had time to think over the 
course his party should follow. 
Eisenhower, who is 77, suf­ 
fered his first heart attack in 
1955 during his first term as 
president. 
He underwent surgery for an 
intestinal inflammation in June 
1956, and suffered a mild cere­ 
bral stroke in November 1957. j 
but he completed his two full I 
terms as president and retired | 


to his Gettysburg, Pa., farm 
home. 
His second major- heart attack 
came in November 1965, while 
he was vacationing at the Au­ 
gusta, Ga., National Golf Club. 
A second attack at that time 
preceded the two he had suf­ 
fered this year. 
He underwent surgery in 1966 
to correct a gall bladder condi­ 
tion, and w'as hospitalized three 
times in 1967, twice for gastro­ 
intestinal ailments and once for 
treatment of an enlarged pros­ 
tate gland. 


Johnson Has 


Physical Check 


SAN ANTONIO. Tex. (AP) — 
president Johnson’s visit to the 
hospital today is described by 
his personal doctor as “in keep­ 
ing with the policy” of an an­ 
nual physical checkup. 
The Texas White House pic­ 
tured the President’s admission 
to Brooke Army Medical Center 
as routine although it did not 
use that word in the official an­ 
nouncement and neither did the 
presidential doctor, Vice Adm. 
George G. Burkley. 
Johnson and his wife, who Is 
taking the opportunity to also 
have a checkup, may stay over­ 
night at the hospital, a quick, 
75-mile 
helicopter 
ride 
from 
their Johnson City ranch. 
Press secretary George Chris­ 
tian said Monday that as far as 
he knows the President’s health 
is normal. 
“Yes,” was the answer he 
gave to a specific question on 
the point. 
Christian 
announced 
John­ 
son’s intention to enter the hos­ 
pital at a briefing, reading a 
formal statement by Burkley. 
The President usually has his 
annual checkup at the White 
House which has extensive facil­ 
ities. 
With Congress in recess, how­ 
ever, and the Republicans hold­ 
ing their presidential nominat­ 
ing convention in Miami Beach, 
Johnson is on an extended visit 
to the Texas hill country.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) —

Nixon's backers, 
pegging their first ballot presi­ 
dential nomination hopes on late 
loll call switches, have been 
told they probably won’t get any 
help from Ohio Gov. James A. 
Rhodes, a key favorite son. 
Also, the repeated contention 
by Nixon spokesmen that they 
are more than 30 votes over the 
667 needed for nomination when 
the balloting starts Wednesday 
may have sprung a leak. 
Charles McWhorter, a Nixon 
floor 
manager, 
said 
“We’re 
going to win it on the first bal­ 
lot. You watch those switches at 
the end of the roll call. They’ll 
put us over.” 
Implicit in this statement was 
the acknowledgement that de­ 
spite a drive to tip over favorite 
sons and to commit unpledged 
delegates, Nixon has not been 
able to lay his hands on the 
prize-winning total. 
Ohio Holds 
Told of McWhorter’s estimate, 
Rhodes said he is holding fast 
to his noncommitted stance as a 
favorite son, controlling the 58- 
vote Ohio delegation. 
But he implied strongly that 
Nixon will have to look else­ 
where for any needed margin at 
the end of the first count. 
“Let’s see what they can do 
on the first ballot,” Rhodes 
said. “Then we will figure out 
what we will do.” 
Asked if he still would be run­ 
ning as a favorite son on the 
second 
ballot, 
Rhodes 
said, 
“ that’s right.” 
Hearten* Rocky 
The Ohio governor’s seeming 
assurance that he will hold fast 
against a Nixon blitz was even 
more heartening to the camp of 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, the former vice pres­ 
ident’s chief rival, than Califor­ 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan’s an­ 
nouncement that he now is an 
active candidate for the top 
nomination. 
Reagan’s entry 
into active 
competition was hailed by Rock­ 
efeller and hrs supporters as 
likely to cut into Nixon’* first 
ballot strength. 
But Rhodes is • vital cog in 
any effort to assemble enough 
favorite son and uncommitted 
votes to keep Nixon from grab­ 
bing the prize early. 
Ohio Fledged 
Rockefeller 
and 
Reagan’s 
need for Rhodes was empha­ 
sized when Maryland Gov. Spiro 
T. Agnew, who may put Nixon’s 
name in nomination, quit as a 
favorite son. Although Rockefel­ 
ler picked up 14 of the Maryland 
votes to 12 for Nixon, Agnew\s 
action gave the former vice 
president’s effort a strong psy­ 
chological lift. 
Ohio’s delegation is pledged to 
give Rhodes 56 first ballot votes 
with two going to Nixon, 
McWhorter’s confidence that 
there will be breaks toward Nix­ 
on if he is close to nomination 
on the first roil call was under­ 
scored bv Connecticut’s 16-vote 
delegation. 
Watch Rollcall 
The group has ll votes for 
Rockefeller and only three for 
Nixon, with two uncommitted. 
But the delegation has agreed to 
leave the door open for’ a possi­ 
ble jump to Nixon lf he looks to 
be on the way to victory. 
Gov. David F. Cargo of New 
Mexico said in an interview he 
will be watching the first ballot 
closely 
since 
his 
delegation 
would like to be in on the selec­ 
tion of a wanner. New Mexico is 
about evenly divided between 
Nixon and Reagan. 
An Associated Press check of 
publicly committed and pledged 
delegates show Nixon with 586, 
Rockefeller 259, Reagan 167, fa- 
corite sons 195—including those 
of Rhodes and Gov. George 
Romney of Michigan and un­ 
committed 126. 
Switch To Reagan 
Rockefeller professed to see 
continued erosion in Nixon dele­ 
gate strength. But it was appar­ 
ent that the few delegates who 
were leaving Nixon mostly were 
turning to Reagan and not the 
New' York governor.

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Chief Explains 
Law Anc Safety 
Work Of Police 


The responsibilities of the of­ 
ficers on the Escanaba Police 
Department and the equipment 
they use was explained to Ki-

Chief Frederick, who was ap­ 
pointed to his post in February 
this year upon the resignation 
of Chief Joseph Corcoran, trac­ 
ed law enforcement back tc the 
9th century when the English

experimented 
with

tithing system whereby a group 
of IO families banded together 
and were protected by one of 
the members. This then turned 
to groups of IOO, then finally to 
counties or shires, he explained. 
The role of sheriff came in at 
this time, with the law enforcer 
as the head of the judiciary and 
militia along with his other du­ 
ties. In 1252, Henry III started 
the “Watch and W ards” sys­ 
tem, which remained in effect 
until 1263, when the standing 
watch police departm ent came 
into being. This first police de­ 
partm ent patrolled the streets 
of London with a lantern and 
club, a hazardous occupation 
until street lights were origi­ 
nated in 1807. 
The first record of a police 
departm ent in the United States 
was in Boston in 1838, when the 
Watch and W ard system was 
begun. In 1855, Boston put po­ 
licemen in uniform, and police 
departm ents as we know them 
today were formed. 
Modern Department 
In tracing Escanaba's police 
departm ent, Frederick said that 
prior to 1889 there were four 
wards in the city, with a con­ 
stable and a m arshall for each 
ward. The first police chief of 
this city was Michael Stern, ac­ 
cording to th# records, Fred­ 
erick said. 
In 1922, the council system 
was started, where the police 
chief was chosen by the city 
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manager. In 1920 the depart­ 
ment received its first motor­ 
ized vehicle, used prim arily to 
haul wrong doers off to the jail. 
The main jobs of the police of­ 
ficer in that era were to walk a 
beat, check doors, and handle 
drunk and disorderly persons. 
In 1927, Escanaba purchased 
jits first patrol vehicle. The de­ 
partm ent then consisted of the 
' chief, assistant chief, sergeant 
and nine patrolmen. In 1930 a 
second car was added. 
In 1941, two-way radios were 
installed in the cars, enabling 
the station to contact officers 
and direct them to areas where 
they were needed, Frederick 
continued. 
In 
1950, the 
semi-military 
system of today’s police force 
was originated and proved to be 
very effective in the cities’ low 
enforcement program. The pre­ 
sent force consists of the chief, 
captain, four sergeants, one de­ 
tective, 
15 
patrolmen, clerk - 
secretary and meter maid. 
Seven Days A Week 
Chief 
Frederick 
listed 
the 
duties of each of the officers. 
The chief is responsible for 
keeping his men and equipment 
up to date, as well as preparing 
a budget to be presented to the 
city manager. The captain is 
primarily responsible for super­ 
vision in the incarceration and 
interrogation of prisoners. 
The four sergeants must keep 
the officers aware of their du­ 
ties and also the laws regard­ 
ing arrests. He also assigns of­ 
ficers to various calls, handles 
the calls that come into the sta­ 
tion, and makes himself avail­ 
able for assistance. He also is 
responsible for all equipment 
which the patrolmen use, and 
must maintain all records and 
keep them available. 
This past year the position of 
detective was established. He 
works In plain clothes and in­ 
vestigates the more serious com­ 
plaints such as breaking and en­ 
tering. 
The 15 officers work seven 
days a week, 24 hours a day to 
keep law and order in the city. 
Chief Frederick listed them as 
the “eyes and ears” of the de­ 
partment, the prim ary force for 
keeping law and order in the 
city. They must also file an ac­ 
curate and comprehensive re­ 
port on arrests they make. This 
report 
must 
stand 
in 
court 
should 
the 
defendant 
be 
brought to trial. They enforce 
all city, state and federal laws, 
and must be skilled in investi­ 
gation and reporting. 
The clerk-secretary aids the 
departm ent by preparing the 
state and federal reports which 
must be filed by the depart­ 
ment, as well as assisting in 
correspondence work. 
The meter maid takes care of 
the tickets issued as per the 
parking meter ordinance of the 
city. 
Well Equipped 
The departm ent has four ve­ 
hicles, two patrol cars, and two 
unmarked cars, one for traffic 
control and the other for the de­ 
tective. Each officer has a 38 
Police Special revolver, and the 
departm ent has six 12-ga. shot­ 
guns and six 30-cal. rifles. They 
also have gas equipment. 
Other 
equipment 
included 
fingerprint, breathalizer, cam ­ 
eras, 
fire 
extinguishers, 
and 
various other items. All offi­ 
cers are trained in the use of 
this equipment. 
In another portion of the 
meeting, John Sholander, direc­ 
tor of student affairs at Bay 
de Noc Community College, re­ 
ported that John W. Marana re­ 
ceived the first annual Kiwanis 
scholarship.

LANSANG (AP; - Tile ma­ 
ture Coho salmon that manage 
to escape the navy of 
sports 
fishermen expected this fall will 
find themselves neatly trapped 
by the State Conservation De­ 
partm ent when they try to run 
up their main home streams. 
The departm ent has decided to 
use weirs to harvest the m ature 
Cohos when 
they 
attem pt to 
swim up the streams rather than 
to try to take them in open wa­ 
ters. 
The fish division talks af the 
Salmon in poundage rather than 
individual fish when planning 
the most efficient utilization of 
this newest Michigan natural re­ 
source. 
It is estimated bv the fish ex­ 
perts that between 3 and 5 mil­ 
lion pounds of Coho salmon will 
escape the open sports fishing 
season in Lake Michigan and 
enter the Platte and Little Man­ 
istee Rivers and Bear Cleek 
during the fall and early win­ 
ter this year. 
Deckle On Weirs 
West coast experts wise in the 
ways of salmon were consulted 
before the decision was made. 
Arguments for harvesting the 
fish at weirs located near the 
mouths of their home stream s 
included: 
—A better quality product. 
—G reater economic benefits, 
both to sports fishermen and 
commercially. 
A more precise regulation of 
the harvest with an assurance 
that enough will escape to spawn 
naturally. 
—Reduced 
manpower 
de­ 
mands on the department. 
“ Economics are overwhelm­ 
ingly on the side of a river 
mouth fishery," said fish divi­ 
sion chief Wayne Tody' in his 
presentation to the conservation 
commission. 
“Coho, and to a lesser degree 
Chinook salmon, achieve a great 
percentage of their total growth 
in the last few months of life. 
A river mouth fishery harvests 
the fish at maximum size. 
Benefit Anglers 
“ No boats, nets, and sundry 
items of commercial equipment 
are needed and much less m an­ 
power is required to harvest 
the crop," Tody continued. “The 
fish can be harvested without 
interruption or waste due to ad­ 
verse weather conditions. 
“Taking fish at the stream 
mouth weirs provides the sport 
fishery to fish over a maximum 
population in the open water," 
Tody added. 
The department is emphasiz­ 
ing, meanwhile, that sports fish­ 
ermen will have the first crack 
at the salmon while they are 
in their prime. The fish mill 
around the 
river 
mouths 
in 
heavy 
concentrations 
before 
they start their upstream runs to 
spawn. 
The hope is that the fishermen 
will take more of big beauties 
th^n there will be left for har­ 
vest in their streams. 
Harvest In Fall 
Plans are to set u p a harvest 
weir within one mile of the 
mouth of the Platte River be­ 
fore Sept. 15. 
A weir within a mile af the 


mouth of Bear Creek is plan­ 
ned for this fall. A suitable site 
has not yet been located, how­ 
ever, and the existing upstream 
Bear Creek weir may have to be 
used. 
At the Little Manistee River 
it also is planned to use the weir 
six miles upstream. 
Mechanical equipment will be 
used to capture and load the sal­ 
mon into refrigerated trucks. 
Will Take Eggs 
During the same operation, 
spawn will be taken for trans­ 
fer to the hatcheries where the 
eggs will provide the next gen­ 
eration of Cohos. 
A good number of the fish also 
will be allowed to work their 
way upstream to spawn natur­ 
ally. 
Blackport 
Packing 
Co. 
of 
Grand Rapids has the contract 
for handling the excess Coho 
during the next two years. The 
firm submitted the high bid of 
15.6 cents a pound for Hie raw 
fish. 
It also submitted the lowest 
bid for processing some 250.000 
pounds of salmon for use by 
state institutions. 
The state expects to m ake a 
profit of some $500,000 to $700,- 
000 from the commercial sale of 
the excess salmon. 
Most of this money, it is ex­ 
pected, will be plowed back into 
further development of Mich­ 
igan’s sports and commercial 
fishery.

Last year the sawfly popula­ 
tion exploded and approximate­ 
ly eight acres of the planta­ 
tion was destroyed. This year 
Area Forester 
Bill 
Mahalak 
kept the 
plantation under ob­ 
servation for adult sawfly egg 
laying activity. When it be­ 
came obvious that the insects 
would be even more num er­ 
ous than they were last year, 
plans for spraying were made. 
Methoxychlor was 
the 
in­ 
secticide used since it is one of 
the “softer” pesticides which 
break down rapidly and it is 
one of the least poisonous to 
other animal life. It takes only 
a 
very 
small 
amount 
of 
methoxychlor to kill the saw­ 
fly larvae while it would take 
a great amount of it to harm 
man, game animals or song 
birds. The spray 
is carefully I 
applied so that no more than 
is actually needed is used. 
The spraying was done by a 
two man crew using a knap­ 


sack mist blower. This is a 
device carried on a man’s back 
and powered by a small two 
cycle 
gasoline 
engine. 
If a 
larger acreage were involved, 
it would have been more 
ec­ 
onomical to do this spraying 
by airplane. Working on 
the 
project were Dan Watson of 
Newberry and 
Peter Dale 
of 
Naubinway.

Delta County has joined Marquette and Al­ 
ger counties in the formation of a mental health 
district which will bring to the three county area 
a program of mental health diagnosis and care 
of unprecedented scope here. 
It will bring to the area the resources of the 
local district, the state and the federal govern­ 
ments for the care of the retarded and the men­ 
tally disturbed on a plane similar to that with 
which the public has been familiar in the field 
of physical health, and really even moreso, be­ 
cause government has assumed some responsi­ 
bilities for mental health care which surpass 
those of its physical health program.

This new program will be under the auth­ 
ority of Act 54, the comprehensive mental health 
care law, which will provide most of the money 
for the program from federal and state sources. 
The Delta County Board of Supervisors 
balked at first at joining with our neighboring 
counties on the north in a three-county mental 
health district because it was hopeful that more 
could be done to upgrade mental health services 
staffing here if Delta had its own program and 
not a branch office served on a visitor basis out 
of Marquette. 
The new program, while it has Marquette 
as its headquarters, is a district program with 
distributed staff and it promises much more 
service and greater strength of organization to 
Delta than if it had gone along on its own. 


The structuring of the mental health care 
program in Michigan does not favor small unit 
operation nor does the present availability of 
professional people to staff the offices. 
Dr. David R. Wall, director of the newly 
formed Community Mental Health Services, has 
given direction to the creation of the three- 
county district wdiich is much valued in Delta 
County. While Delta should not have had rep­ 
resentation on the board equal with Marquette, 
because it is much smaller in both area and pop- 
plation, it has been given 5 directors just like 
Marquette, while Alger has been given two. This 
reflects Dr. Wall’s thinking about partnership 
in the organization. 


Dr. George Maniac! of Gladstone, wiiose in­ 
terest in the retarded has given much leadership 
in care of these people to this area and which 
has been recognized statewide, was very help­ 
ful to organization of Delta’s role in the three 
county mental health district. City Councilman 
Edward Cox was a chief author of the coopera­ 
tion that was necessary in the Delta County 
Board of Supervisors if the tri-county project 
was to succeed. 
Dr. Mary Cretens, director of the Delta- 
Menominee Public Health Department was help­ 
ful and so were Dr. Richard Rinehart and I^eo 
Alperovitz of Bay de Noc Community College. 


We now have a firm foundation upon which 
to build mental health services here, adding a 
new dimension to our medical staffing and also 
to the hope that we can by early diagnosis and 
treatment avoid much hospitalization in the 
treatment of mental disturbance. 
It is an evidence of our ability to cope with 
change that we have committed our governments 
at three levels to a comprehensive program of 
mental health care. It is a far cry from our old 
attitude of reluctant willingness to build asy­ 
lums in which to incarcerate the insane and the 
feeble minded, and then to build more when 
they are filled. 
We are now embarked on a humane venture 
to use science’s new knowledge of the human 
mind to help it through crises, to restore it to 
usefulness after breakdown, and to maximize 
its capacity in retardation. This venture will be 
expensive, but there is really no choice but to 
embrace it and to support it adequately as a basic 
contribution to the mental stability of the cit­ 
izenry. 
All who work for this cause serve the public 
well. 


And the Walls Come Tumbling Down? 


Deliberate Murder 
Cleveland’s recent racial violence should be 
food for thought and study for some time. 
Taking a statistical view' of the battle, the 
snipers w ho ambushed and killed three policemen 
came out on the short end. Seven of their own 
number were killed, wounded or arrested. Weap­ 
ons and a stockpile of ammunition w'ere confis­ 
cated. And they failed to spark a ghetto-wide up­ 
rising. 
But if their aim was to intensify fear and 
distrust among blacks and whites alike, in the 
process of killing as many cops as they could 
they achieved their purpose. 
This marks the first clear instance of black 
militants openly, deliberately and without provo­ 
cation attacking police. Thev employed the age­ 
old tactic of the ambush, decoying their victims 
into their line of fire and shooting them down 
with great accuracy from carefully chosen posi­ 
tions. 
This ambush left terror and frustration in 
Its wake. Dissension ripples through police ranks. 
One white officer has resigned. Others say, they 
will be a long time forgetting what they feel 
was a slap in the face when Mayor Carl Stokes, 
a Negro, pulled w'hite officers out of the trouble 
area. 
Cleveland’s misfortune is a practical illus­ 
tration of how- easily a few' can wreak havoc 
among many. It can happen elsewhere. 
The lesson for all is that we must not per­ 
mit a handful of fanatics, of whatever color, to 
shape our attitudes toward the real problems 
confronting us. 


Brain Death' Is End Of 
Life, Says Harvard Panel 


CAMBRIDGE. Mass. (AP) — 
A committee of Harvard Uni­ 
versity 
faculty 
members say 
"brain death” or ‘‘irreversible 
coma” should be a basis 
for 
pronouncing death even though 
in some cases the heart may 
continue to beat. 
A set of medical guidelines for 
auch a definition, published in 
today’s issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion. says it is needed for two 
reasons: 
—‘‘Improvements in resusci­ 
tation and supportive measures 
which have led to increased ef­ 
forts to save those 
who 
are 
desperately injured: Individuals 
whose hearts continue to beat 
but whose brains are irreversi­ 
bly damaged.” 
To End Controversy 
—"The use of obsolete criteria 
for the definition of death which 
can lead to controversy in ob­ 
taining organs for transplanta­ 
tion.” 
The 12-member committee is 
composed of the faculties of 
medicine, public health, divinity 
and arts and sciences. Its chair­ 
man is Dr. Henrv K. Beecher, 
professor of research in anes­ 
thesia at Harvard and the Mas­ 
sachusetts General Hospital. 
The 
group 
set 
numerous 
guidelines for determining the 
characteristics of a 
“perma­ 
nently 
nonfunctiomng brain,” 
including clinical tests for unre­ 
ceptivity 
and 
unresjxmsivity, 
lack of movement and breath­ 
ing, and absence of reflexes. It 
also suggested obtaining con­ 


firmatory data by the electro­ 
encephalogram. 
Up To Physician 
The committee said that clini­ 
cal and other tests should be re­ 
peated at least 34 hours after 
the initial tests. They said final 
determination of death should 
be made only by a physician, 
not by the family, and that the 
decision "should be made by 
physicians not involved in any 
later effort to transplant organs 
ar tissue from the deceased in­ 
dividual.” 
The committee said it thought 


that if new criteria for pro­ 
nouncing death in an individual 
sustaining irreversible coma as 
a result of permanent brain 
damage were to be adopted by 
the 
medical 
profession 
such 
could form the basis for change 
in the current legal concept of 
death. 
"No statutory change in the 
law should be necessary,” the 
report said, 
"since the 
law 
treats this question essentially 
as one of fact to be determined 
bv physicians.”

DETROIT ( AP) — A gunfight 
that apparently began as a do­ 
mestic quarrel resulted in the 
death of one Detroit policer\an 
grid the wounding of two others 
and two civilians at a low-in- 
come housing project on the 
city’s West Side Monday. 
Sgt. Edward Wolski Jr., 40. a 
14-year veteran of the police 
force and the father of three 
children, was fatally wounded 
in the abdomen after resoond- 
ing to a report of a man shoot­ 
ing a gun in Jeffries Homes 
projects.
